A boy 
was killed in North Carolina by 
a storm. 
M ountain stream s in eastern 
Kentucky and Tennessee reced­ 
ed as rap idly as th ey rose and 
trap p ed th eir v ictims.

Th e tow n­ 
sh ip rep orts h av e all been 
re­ 
ceiv ed a t th e county auditor's of­ 
fice and a tabulation sh ows th at 
$5,7 62.54 was filed in claims for 
sh eep and p oultry killed by stray 
dogs. 
Th ese claims are all p aid 
for 
by dog tax collections. At

end of th e y ear, each townsh ip 
turns ov er to th e county , ail sur­

For Sheep Killed 


Dogs in Rush county lacked 


several dollars of paying for the 
damage they did to sheep and 
live-stock lost year. The town- 
ship reports 'have aU been re- 
ceived at the county auditor's of- 
fice and a tabulation shows that 
$5 762.54 was filed in claims for 
sheep and poultry killed by stray 
dogs. 


These claims are all paid for 


by dog tax collections. At the 
end of the year, each township 
turns over to the county, ail sur- 
-plus funds .with the exception of 
$100 which remains in the treas- 
ury of each 
township. 
This 


money, above the $100, is pro- 
rated among the township that 
failed to have enough funds 
to 


cover all claims. 
Seven of the twelve townships 


showed such a surplus, one failed 
to show a surplus but showed no 
loss, and four showed deficiencies 
ranging from $7 to $1,117.45. 


The seven townships that had 


excellent standings were Ripley, 
RTJshville, Jockson, Center, Un- 
ion Noble and Richland. Posey 
township had $22.64 left which it 
was allowed to retain. 
Walker, 


Orange, Anderson and Washing- 
Ion townships showed outstand- 
Tuig claims for which there were 


no funds. 
The total -turned over to the 


auditor was $1484.62. The out- 
standing claims totalled $2141.30 
.wfiich still showed a deficiency 
:! of- $656.68. The pro-rate .division 
' will allow the 
four deficient 


townships slightly less than 70 
cents on the dollar with which to 
pay outstanding claims.

WILL POSTERITY CONDEMN US? 


Ralph Hayes, prominent New York banker. 


made a speech before an eastern bankers con- 
ference in New York City the other day. In it 
Kevoted himself to wondering what posterity 
is likely to think of the activities and achieve- 
ments of the present generation. 


He was not very optimistic. Posterity, he 


felt, will not give us a very high rating. Listen 
to a few of his remarks about our achievements: 


"To architectural forms we added the sky- 


scraper- potentially both beautiful and utili- 
tarian But we shall rate the condemnation of 
our descendants for having clustered these tow- 
ers so closely and having so disregarded the leav- 
ing of sufficient space about them for light and 
circulation as to make existence in our dense ur- 
ban centers harsh and difficult and 
perhaps 


eventually intolerable. 


"To art we gave futurism and the comic 


strip To music our contribution was jazz. Our 
drama reaches its acme of appeal in 'Abies 
Irish Rose.' Our noblest political gesture was to 
give the drys all the laws they could write and 
to the wets all the liquor they could drink. 


-Our administration of justice attained its 


popular pinnacle when we transformed a suc- 
cession of criminal proceedings and divorce scan- 
dals into a scries of hippodrome spectacles. We 
built machines so mammoth and so numerous 
that they turned on us and became our masters, 
lii our frenzied rush to make a good living we 
were not much concerned about making a good 
life." 


Not very encouraging, is it? 
But Mr. Hayes 


isn't through. 


Worst of all, he says, our generation raised 


the science of slaughter to such an extent as to 
make war a more dreadful thing than was ever 
before imagined. The last war, he points out. 
nearly bankrupted western civilization; another 
one on an equal scale would almost surely do so. 


If we Tire able to recognize this fact and lay 


the foundation for an enduring peace, thinksMr. 
Hayes, posterity will have plenty of prais#f-or-*s, 
in spite of all our habits. But if not, future gcn- 
. eratioiis are apt to give us a lasting condemna- 


tion. 


FOUR ESSENTIALS FOR SUCCESS. 


What does it take to make a "big boss" — 


or, in other and more dignified words, what are 
"the fundamental qualifications of a modern bus- 
iness executive? 


Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, vice president of 


the Cleveland Trust Co., and one of the best 
known economists and statisticians in the coun- 
try has seen a good many people; and the oth- 
er day he sat down and tried to figure out just 
what qualities a man must have to enable him to 
assume leadership in the business, industrial or 
financial world. 


He finally decided that there were four es- 


sential qualities. 
His discussion of them is 


highly interesting. At the head of the list Col- 
onel Ayres places knowledge of the field in which 
a man is working. "I mean,' he explains, "the 
practical working knowledge of his own field that 
enables a person to face with confidence the un- 
ending succession of ordinary problems that 
come along from day to day in the regular course 
of business." 


Second he lists courage: the willingness to 


take a chance,- to accept ^responsibility, to act 
decisively even when a man is not quite sure that 
his course of action is the best one available. 
And such courage, he explains, grows out of the 
first qualification. 


' ' 
In the third place Colonel Ayres puts activi- 


ty. "Persistent activity," he remarks, "is one of 
the 
essentials. 
. Leadership is never won by 


inertia." 


Colonel Ayres concludes: 
••The fourth quality is one for which we have 


no single word or term in English. 
It is the 


ability to influence the actions ef other people- 
It is a special social skill. 
Fundamentally, it 


appears to be the ability to see things from the 
other person's point of view, and by use of that 
ability the power to make him see things from 
your point of view." 


Cultivating those four qualities, according to 


Colonel Ayres, is cultivating the .habit of success. 
You might apply them to such big men as you 
happen to know and see how they measure up.

I can appreciate the zeal 
and efforts-of the newspaper edi- 
tors to give their readers the first 
details and I cannot blame them, 
but I hope they can appreciate 
my position and wiU forgive us 
for our apparent disregard of 
of their pleas for stories

' When the rescue was effected 1 


sent a brief radiogram to the 
United States Lines for trans- 
mittal to the press. With our 
work completed, most of us be- 
ing on the point of exhaustion, 
we turned in. I had been on. the 
bridge without even taking time 
to get a meal, from 4 a. m. on 
January 22 to midnight of Janu- 
ary 23, or 44 hours altogether. I 
was wet to the skin, the rain 
having penetrated my heavy ov- 
ercoat which I did not change for 
I did not want to take the time. 


After a few hours sleep I be- 


gan work on a detailed account 
of the rescue. I conferred I with 
Captain Favaloro of the Florida 
consulted my notes in the log 
book and had a talk with Mi- 
Manning so that I could prepare 
an accurate story. As I got the 
pieces together I fuUy realized 


more of the 
newspapermen— 


hese' outposts of American jour- 
aalism—do not come aboard to 
say hello, I miss them. 
Then- 


greeting is just as important to 
me as entering the ship at the 
Custom House, it seems. Not that 
: might have news but that I 
can just have a chat with them. 
They are a clever, good-naturea 
ot arid I enjoy listening to their 
nteresting-experiences in ineet- 
g people of prominence from all 
parts of the world. Some of these 
nen are known internationaUy, 
for their ability to interview any- 
one on any subject. Aside from 
the pilot they are the first to

My reportorial career, howev- 


er, has not been solely devoted to 
rescue stories. There have been 
other 
occasions when I have 


been able to tarnsmit informa- 
tion of news value to The Asso- 
ciated Press. I was two days out 
of Queenstown when Colonel 
Lindbergh made his memorable 
flight, but we missed seeing him 
as his plane passed 
some 50 


miles to the north of us.

were on the watch for Nunges- 
se'r and Coli, who were los., and 
when the-German fliers s.arted 
on their first trip we did "not 
know they turned back. For 24 
hours we maintained a waic'",

the Indiana World war memorial 
shrine, towering more than two 
hundred feet above the 
street 


level, and with the plaza cover- 
ing six square city blocks. Tne 
Memorial is dedicated 
to the 


World War veterans.

tween our peoples, created in the 
days of Lafayette and of 
our 


early history, have been streng- 
thened jCgain and again in times 
of stress," said National Com- 
mander Paul V. McNutt, of the 
Legion, in gretting the distin- 
guished visitors 
at 
National 


headquarters. "It has been burn- 
ished brightly with a better un- 
derstanding of 
our common 


ideals in times of peace through 
such visits as yours." 


At Lafayette, 
Ind., a city 


named after General Lafayette, 
the Frenchmen were given an 
laborate reception by state, city, 
Purdue Uiversity, and 
Legion 


officials. Count de Pusy presented 
the city with important docu- 
ments and a painting of General 
Lafayette. They visited the site 
of an early French fort near the 
city. After a day as guests of 
Brig. Gen. L. R. Gignilliat, 
at 


Culver, the delegation returned 
to Indianapolis, and from there 
visited Louisville, Ky;, -the next 
National convention city of the 
Legion. 


After a visit to Washington the 


French delegation will sail from 
New York March 26.
